SECRECY THE ORDER. 
Every effort was made to keep the 
call at the White House secret. The 
union heads returned to their hotel 
singly and by separate routes.

COMPLETE DESIGNS 
FOR BIG HOWITZERS.

virtually all of the big figures in the 
railroad world marooned in Wash- 
ington. All of the powerful railroad 
presidents are here and the most 
useful of the managers as members 
of the conference committee. It will 
take some of them five days to get 
home and if the strike comes next 
Monday they will barely have time 
after seeing the President tomorrow. 
When they see the President the 
railroad executives will tell him that 
they will do all in their power to en- 
force the provisions of an enactment 
of Congress. 
It was the general opinion 

Washington tonight that the broth- 
erhoods heads had dealt a body blow 
to their cause by calling the strike 
under circumstances that might lead 
the public to judge that they had 
not played fair. General surprise 


had committeed such a faux pas. 

The brotherhood heads express 
chagrin that the railroads had gotten 
a copy of the strike order sent away 
last hight in sealed envelopes to be 
opened on September 1 at the re- 
ceipt of a code word. They uttered 
harsh things about the espionage 
system of the railroads which prob- 
ably saved the executives from be- 
ing marooned in Washington when 
the engineers and firemen climb off 
their trains. 

COULDN'T BELIEVE IT. 

The brotherhoods almost fooled 
the President and the railroads. The 
railroad presidents even, while eating 
breakfast on the morning of the day 
that may be a landmark in industrial 
history, voiced the sentiment that the 
chairmen had been merely sent away 
as a bluff. They refused to believe 
that the brotherhoods had been dis- 
courteous, to say the least, to the 
President while he was trying to. ef- 
fect a settlement. 

The sensational developments 
growing out of the revelation of the 
strike order to the President took 
Place while the latter and Senator 
Newlands, who is operating with 
him, were endeavoring to formulate 
a programme of legislation which 
would avert the strike. 

The President spent the morning 
conferring with members of the Sen- 
ate for two hours and forty min- 
utes in secret session with the 
nine members of the steering com- 
mittee of the Senate: It was decided 
that the President should go before 
a joint session of Congress tomorrow 
or Wednesday and recommend en- 
actment of the following legislative 


(1.) A bill establishing the eight- 
hour day on all common carriers. 

(2.) A bill instructing the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to in- 
vestigate the working of the eight- 
hour day and to decide what rate 
increase should be given to regom- 
pense the railroads. 

3.) A bill creating an industrial 
commission, similar to that in force 
in Canada or New Zealand, which 
would have the power to suspend all 
strike -activities until it had made 
investigations and a report thereon.

They point out, 
however, that such action could not 
be taken by Saturday, the day of 
adjournment agreed upon, and that 
Congress would bé forced to remain 
in session two weeks beyond that 
day. The President assented to this 
extension of the session, promising

The railroad President's committee 
went to the House at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon to give the President 
the final rejection by the executives 
of his eight-hour plan for the set- 
tlement of the strike crisis.
